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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . The restriction requirement of the Office Action dated June 1 7, 2004 is 
withdrawn, as the application was filed under 35 USC §371 and the proper restriction 
requirements under PCT Rule 13 were not applied.
